‘KILL MEN IN COLD BLOOD. 


Ten Unarmed Prisoners Slain for 


Their Treasure and M ission- 
ary Who Knew of It Si- 
lenced by Death. 


KITCHENER FORCED TO ACT.

(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, April 3, 3 a. m.—The Morning 
Leader prints a long story on the authority 
of an unnamed member of the Bushveldt 
Carbineers, according to which Lieutenant 
Hancock, one of the Australian officers re- 
cently executed for murder in south Africa, 
was guilty of a number of wanton murders 
of natives, besides ten Boers,’ who had sur- 
rendered, and a German migsionary. His 
fellow-officers, Lieutenant Morant and an 


| unnamed Captain, were implicated in .the 


crimes, 


Wanton Killing of Non-Combatants. 

According to the Leader’s informant, the 
guilty officers while commanding a detach- 
ment of the Carbineers in the wild, fever- 
stricken bush country 200 miles north of 
Pietersburg, perpetrated shootings reckless- 
ly. Lieutenant Hancock was the instigator 
of most of the outrages, but the anonymous: 
Captain is represented as shooting natives 
for sport. 

When the officers had spite against a man 
in the Carbineers he would send him to scout 
on the right flank, and he rarely returned. 
The other men became suspicious and kept 
an eye on their officers. 


Ten Boers Shot for Treasure. 

When the latter learned that ten Boers 
were traveling to Pietersburg to surrender, 
taking $100,000 with them, Lieutenant Han- 
cock caused them to be intercepted and 
court-martialed them, although they were 
not armed when captured. He ordered them 
to be shot. Sergeant Morrison was instruct- 
ed to execute them, but he demurred, and 
ultimately refused. Another company car- 
ried out the order, making them kneel in 


killed one at a time. Afterward the Boers’ 
baggage was ransacked and the officers were 
disgusted upon finding that the $100,000 was 
in Transvaal paper money and worthless. 


German Missionary Silenced. 


Lieutenant Hancock, ascertaining that a 


| German missionary in the neighborhood — 


knew the facts in connection with the kill- 
ing of the Boers, went to the mission and 
shot him dead. He also tried to shoot the 
missionary’s black servant, but the latter 
escaped after being wounded. Through him 
the news reached the German Consul, who 
appealed to General Kitchener for an in- 
Trooper Van Buren subsequently 
overheard Lieutenant Hancock and the Cap- 
tain discussing the advisability of having 
Sergeants “Morrison and Grey shot, pre- 
sumably for refusing to execute the Boers. 
Van Buren warned the Sergeants, who fled 


to Pietersburg. 
.: Fugitives Pursued by Hancock. 
Lieutenant Hancock sent a party in pur- 

suit of them, but the pursuers when they 

overtook the fugitives joined them and all 
went.to Pietersburg together. They reported

CHARGE A SERIOUS ONE. 


Marking Stone the Question of 
Vital Importance in the 
Boundary Dispute Now 
Existing. 


SOME DOUBT THE REPORTS. 


Washington, D. April 2.—[Special.}—_ 
Sensational developments have arisen in the 
Alaskan boundary question which may cause 
‘dangerous friction. between the United 
States and Great Britain, and the boundary 
dispute may be settled in favor of the United 
States almost immediately. 

The Alaskan boundary question has been 
troublesome for years and prolific of much 
friction between the two English-speaking 
nations. The present situation grows out 
of the receipt by the State department of 
reports that a monument erected by Russia 
to mark the boundary between Alaska, 


| which, until 1867, wasa Russian possession, 
and the adjacent British territory, has been 
arbitrarily removed by a Canadian official 
|} surveying expedition. In view of this, Sec- 
retary Hay, by direction of the President, 
has ordered a personal investigation to be 
made by a commission ‘of American officers 
to ascertain the truth of the sensational 


information, 


Inquiry Is Set on Foot. 

Captain Wilds P. Richardson of the Eighth 
Infantry, United States army, and Lieuten- 
ant George Thornton Emmons, United 
States navy, retired, have been appointed 
as members of the commission. Captain 
Richardson is stationed at Vancouver Bar- 
recks, Washington. Lieutenant Emmons, 
since his retirement for disability in Jan- 
uary, 1899, has been connected with the 
Museum of Natural History in New York. 

According to the information received here, 
Richard Frazier, a civil engineer in the em- 
ploy of the Canadian government, is the head 
of the party accused of eee removed the 
boundary. 


“Monuments 

The location of the Russian-British bound- 
ary monuments is of the most vital impor- 
tance to the United States in the controversy. 
To tind them means that the boundary Hines 
of the territory purchased by this govern- 
ment from Russia will be determined, thus 
probably ending the question that has given 
so much trouble to Great Britain, United 
States, and the Dominion of Canada. 

For many years this government has been 
attempting to find the monuments. Russia 
insists that they were actually erected and 
that they marked the true limits of Alaska, 

Alarmed over the prospect of disturbances 
which might bring about international hos- 
tilities the governments of the United States 
and Great Britain’ appointed what was 
known as the joint high-commission, which 
met in Washington to endeavor to_settle the. 
dispute. They failed to agree, however, and 
it was then proposed that an arbitrary tem- 
porary line should be determined by agree- 
ment. 

Agree on a Temporary Line. 

_ After much controversy in the commis- 
sion a temporary provisional line was agreed 
to, its definition being laid down in the 
famous modus vivendi now in force. 

Meawhile, Canadian surveying parties have 
been busy continuing their work of attempt- 
ing to locate the boundary. Great Britain 
and Canada claim that according to the 
terms of the Alaskan cession treaty between 
Russia and the United States the southern 
boundary between Alaska and the British . 
Northwest Territory is a line thirty miles 
from the coast, but not following the water 
indentations. 

If this government can locate the Russian 
monuments, and they should be, as is con- 
fidently believed here, within the territory at 
present occupied by Great Britain, the Brit- 
ish case would fall to the ground, and it 
would be necessary for British subjects to 
remove farther inland. The question of 
whether Great Britain is entitled to 4 post 
on deep water would also be 9 ape adverse- 
ly to that country. 


Offense if True Is ahaee: 

It will therefore be seen that thé removal 
of any Russian boundary monuments by 
Canadian surveyors is a serious affront to 
the United States, and requires explanation 
And redress. Should the accusation which 
Captain Richardson and Lieutenant 
‘mons are to investigate prove true, it will 
‘Be tantamount to proof that the Canadian 
authorities acknowledged the justice of the 
American boundary claim and have resorted 
to sharp practice to prevent the United 
States government from obtaining posses- 
gion of territory rightly belonging to it.

Riot for Food Suppressed; One 
Man Cuts His Throat; Saved 
by Eleetrician’s Mes- 
sage for Help. 


REDUCED TO SCANT MEALS 


St. Paul, Minn,, April 2.—[{Special.]—Lost 
for four days and five nights in a huge snow 
bank on the Great Northern railway, with no 
means of communication, with the passen- 
gers rioting for food, or sobbing from their 
sufferings with the arctic cold, and with 
the worst blizzard the Northwest has known 
in years howling, a through train was found 
on a siding in a waste of yes- 
terday. i .4 

Two of the passengers became insane from 
their sufferings and from want of food, and 
one, a professor in the University of Wash- 
ington, tried to kill himself. The rescue was: 
made after the passengers and trainmen had 
almost abandoned hope. An electrician on 
the «rain, working for an entire day, con- 
trived to rig up a rude telegraph instrument, 
and, climbing a-telegraph pole, he tapped 
the line, and, after much work, sent out aa 
appeal for help. 

Two great rotary plows started at once | 
from different points along the line, andone, ~ 
after a terrific struggle with huge drifts, 
bored its way through to the imprisoned | 3 
train, brought away a few of the suffering | 
passengers, including the man who attempt- | 
ed suicide, and they reached a hospital at 
St. Paultoday. The relief train took supplies 
and coal enough to keep the rest of the pas- 
sengers comfortable until they can be 
brought .over. the line. ° 


‘Lost Since Last Thursday. 


The train was due in St. Paul last Friday 
noon. Late on Thursday afternoon, battling 
with a terrific blizzard, the train pushed 
its way out of Williston. It was late. The 
trainmen hoped to be able to push through 
to Minot, only fourteen miles away, knowing 
that. there they could find coal for the en- 
gine and shelter for the passengers in case 
they could proceed n&farther. 

Seven miles out of Williston the snow be- 
¢ame so heavy thé train’ stalléd. ‘The en- 
gine, struggling desperately, managed to 
drag the train a few hundred yards farther 
to the water tank at Ray. There is only a 
water tank, a coal shed, nearly empty, and 
a siding at Ray. 


Engine Goes for Help. 

The train was pushed into the siding, and, 
the engineer, seeing the desperate straits to 
which the passengers. would be reduced if 
they were forced to remain in the cars, de- 
cided to make the attempt to run back to « 
Williston foraid. Taking the conductor with 
him he started back, but a mile out of the 
town the engine. bucked into a huge drift, . 
reared, and stuck fast. There it was aban- 
doned, and: the engineer, fireman, and con- 
ductor, half frozen, fought inte 
the town. | 


Passengers Left to Suffer. 
This left the eight coaches, loaded with 250 
| passengers, alone in the center of a waste of 
Dakota prairie. The train; which was heated 
by steam from the engine, could not be kept 
warm.

Riot for Food in Cars. 

‘ Ove? 300 of the passengers ‘were second . 
class, coming through from the coast. Be- 
-fore Friday was over these passengers were 
ready for riots.. They demanded food. The 
trainmen and men among the first- class pas= 
sengers, knowing the food would’ soon be . 
exhausted, refused to permit the ravenous 
ones in the second class cars to eat more. 
than their scant allowance twice a -day. . 
They insisted that the women and chiidren 
should be fed first. After some argument 
and a show of force the hungry ones sub- 
sided. They were told that unless they 
obeyed orders even their short allowance 
would be cut off. 

Supplies ran short. The dining car men 
supplied two meals a day. ‘They looted the 
baggage car for food, taking everything 


edible. 
Take Possession of Diner. | 

On Saturday night the passengers in the 
tourists’ cars appointed a committee. of 
seven to settle the question by heroic meas- 
ures. The committee was told to go to the 
dining cars and inform those in charge the 
people in the colonist cars must be fed, and 
without cost. They also declared that, until 
the tourist car passengers were fed, no one 
else on the train should eat. The committee 
took possession of the diner... 

Conductor W. P. Fullerton, who had charge 
of the sleeping cars, consulted with some 
of the passengers, and it was agreed the 
people in the tourist cars should be fed. 
This was done, and not a sleeping car pas- 
senger ate until the others were through. . 

Supplies kept getting shorter. The pas 
sengers in the sleeping cars formed a com-. 
missary committee, which on Monday man- 
aged, after a hard fight, toget toaranchand |

Kept from Freezing by Snow. 
Meantime the storm still raged. The 
coaches were buried in snow over their roofs, 
This served to keep those inside warmer and 
probably prevented some of them from freez- 
ing to death. The women, huddled in blank~ 
ets, crept into their berths and hugged the 
children close to them to keep them from 
freezing to death. The men worked hard 
devising means to warm the cars, and sue- 
ceeded in improvising stoves, in which they 
near the train.

The con- 
sular representatives are divided into class- 
es, and only citizens of the United States 
can be appointed. It: regulates the salaries 
of the different classes. The compensation 
of Consuls Genera! of the first class will be 
$6,000; Consuls General ofthe second class, 
$5,000; Consuls of the first class, $4,000; Con- 
suls of the second class, $2,500; Vice Con- 
suls of the first class, $1,800; Vice Consuls of 
the second class, $1,500; Vice Consuls of 
the third class, $1,200. 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
twenty-five consulaf clerks with salaries of 
$1,200 each. These clerks are eligible for 
promotion to the consular class. All fees 
received by any officer of the consular serv- 
ice must be paid into the Treasury, and the 
salaries of these officers will be their only 
compensation. No person under 21 years 
nor over is eligible for appointment ex- 
cept where there has been a previous em- 
ployment in the consular service for a period 
of not less than four years, when persons 
not over 63 years may be appointed.

In its 
report the committee says: 

“The shipping statute of 1883 swept away 
the whole scheme of fees for services to 
American vessels, which up to that time had 
been a lucrative emolument to the Consuls.

CHOLERA RECORD TO DATE. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

MANILA, April 2.—The Manila Chamber 
of Commerce, at a meeting tonight attend- 
ed by every member, voted to cable an appeal 
to President Roosevelt for immediate ac- 
tion on the currency question. 

Business is nearly at a standstill because 
of the hoarding of gold coin and the depre- 
ciation of Mexican silver. | 

The ratio of exchange of $2.27 Mexican 
for $1 gold, fixed by the United States Phil- 
ippine commission for the ensuing quarter, 
has caused an immense loss of business and 
a great increase in the local prices of neces- 
saries. 

Many articles now cost 30 per cent more 
than they did last December. 


Cholera Gains in Manila. 

There is a slight increase in the number 
of cholera cases. Up to date there 
have been 118 cases and ninety-three 
deaths. Several of the latter have oc- 
curred on the ships in the harbor. The 
Filipinos and the Chinese conceal in the 
fields those of their countrymen who fall 
victims and desert their dead in the houses. 
Hundreds of them, panic-stricken and in 
ignorance of the sanitary and medical meas- 
ures taken to stamp out the epidemic, con- 
tinue to escape into the provinces in spite

Transportation 
companies upset, the shippers’ plans, and 
present weather indications are somewhat 
wintry. The delay in wetting the “* garden 
truck’’ to market has affected the quality 
and marketable condition of the goods, for 
which reason prices will be discouragingly 
low to the shipper and pleasingly so to the 
buyers.

CITY SURVEYS ARE FAULTY: _ 


Western Society of Engineers Will De- 
mand That Chicago Supply an Of- 
ficial Gauge for Claims. | 


City Sealer Quinn will be forced to estab- 
lish an official standard of length for meas- 
urements if a committee appointed by the 
Western Society of Engineers last night ac- 
complishes the purpose for which it was 
created. 

The Illinois law directs that a standard 
be maintained in every county, and that 
the instruments used by surveyors and en- 
gineers for measuring lengths be tested 
annually, yet the society declares that Chi- 
cago never has had an official standard, and 
‘that the civil engineers of the city violate 
the law in every measurement they make. 

Samuel 8S. Greeley, in a paper read before 
the society in the Monadnock Building, re- 
ported that he had been assured by the City 
Sealer that such a standard would be estab- 
lished as soon as experts could determine on 
the kind to be used. Mr. Greeley suggested 
‘that the 100-foot steel bar, authorized by 
the International Bureau of Weighta and 
Measures at Paris, be adopted, and that the 
bar be located on the lot of the public li- 
brary. 

‘‘ All the surveys made.in the City of Chi- 
cago since its beginning have been illegal,” 
said Mr. Greeley. ‘‘ We as engineers have 
been guilty of many violations, and the City 
Sealer’s office also has failed to comply with 
the law. As a result much inaccuracy has 
been caused in laying out the city. In these 


years ago the irregularities are especially 
noticeable. In the original survey, which 
extended from State to Halsted street, the 
blocks vary in length from one to five feet... 
“If we adopt the steel bar, which is per+ 
haps most satisfactory, we will have to go 
to Worcester, Mass., forit. When it is manu- 
factured and approved it will have to be car- 
ried by hand and loaded on three flat cars, 
and@u committee of expert engineers will have 
to accompany the shipment to Chicago, The 
greatest care will have to be observed to 
protect the standard that the molecular 
arrangement will not Dedisturbed.”

BOY MURDERER PAROLED 


WESLEY R. ELKINS SET FREE BY 


| IOWA SENATE. 


Age of Eleven Years He Killed His 
Father and Stepmother in Most Cold 
Blooded Manner—Prison Record Has 
Been a Good One—House Also Shows 
Clemency for Long-Term Men—Ad- 
vocates of Meroy Toward Young 
Convict Make Eloquent Appeal.

Des Moines, Ia., April 2.—[{Special.]—The 
Senate by vote of 27 to 20 decided to parole 
Wesley R. Elkins, the boy murderer from 
Clayton County. The discussion consumed 
the greater part of the day, the time limit 
having been removed so that both sides 
might be given a full hearing. 

Elkins at the time of the commission of 
his crime was among the youngest murderers 
known to criminal history, and his case at- 
tracted wide attention. During the last ten 


years attempts have been made at every 


session of the Legislature to secure his con- 
ditional release. In the debate today the 
advocates of clemency referred to the ex- 
treme youth of the prisoner, pictured the 
environments-of his boy life asof a character 
to‘drive him to crime, pointed to his splendid 
deportment in prison and his aptitude for 
learning, and declared the ends of justice had 
already been served and it was time that 
mercy instead of prejudice should govern in 
dealing with the case. | 


Many Senators Oppose. 
' Senators opposing the parole told of the 


, crime fn all of its details, arguef that the 


boy who had a murderous streak in him 
should, 
but on his own account, be restrained, char- 
acterized him as abnormal, and protested 
against an act which would bring into the 
world more of a family upon which the crim- 


inal taint rested and in which the weakness 


to do vicious acts was so strong. 


Was Murderer at Eleven. 

Elkins’ crime was committed in 1889. On 
the night of his llth birthday, after his 
parents had retired, he slipped out ta the 
barn and secured a club, and ‘upon his re- 
turn took down the shotgun, and with these 
killed both parents. The gun he placed to 
his father’s head and pulled the trigger, 
tearing his face entirely away. The step- 
mother was awakened by the report, and 
as she attempted to get up young Elkins 
beat her to death with the club. The boy 
was engaged in removing the blood upon his 
hands when the father, who was not quite 
dead, groaned, at which the youth set upon 
both with the club. 

Professor Harlan of Cornell College has 
taken a great interest in Elkins and has 
offered to care for him and become respon- 


sible for his good behavior in case a parole 


is granted, and this interest had much to 
do in the securing of favorable action by 


the Senate. Elkins is now 24 years of age. . 


He has been in prison since 1890.

The Dragoons were 
compélled to fight a rear guard action in or- 
der to rejoin the main body, which advanced 
into the fight and drove the enemy to the 
northeast. 

“ Our casualties have ‘not been reported, 
except the capture of three Dragoon officers. 
The enemy’s loss is neported to have been 
severe. Six prisoners have arrived here.”’ 


Details of Train Wreck. 

Lord Kitchener has sent a dispatch giving 
fuller details of the accident on the railway 
line near Barberton.: The dispatch reads: 

‘‘T regret to report an accident which oc- 
curred five miles north of: Barberton. 
train was going down a steep gradient. The 
engine and first five trucks jumped the track 
and were overturned. The engine driver and 
firemen were killed and thirty-nine others 
were killed and forty-five injured.” 

Six of the injured soldiers have since died, 
making the total number of killed forty- 
seven. It seems that after leaving Barber- 
ton the engineer lost control of the train on 
the down grade and flor three miles it went 
at the rate of eighty miles an hour. The en- 
gine jumped the rails at a sharp curve, and 
five trucks filled with, soldiers fell down a 
thirty-foot embankment. A terrific smash- 
up followed and the boiler of the engine ex- 
ploded. 

Among the killed was a woman refugee.

DAY’S GOSSIP IN LONDON.

LONDON, April 3.—While little has 
been heard during the last three months of 
the attempt to consolidate the English iron 
and steel interests, the negotiations havé re- 
mained in progress. The effect of the first 
year’s operations of the United States Steel 
corporation will be to hasten rather than to 
retard British amalgamation. 
chief difficulties has been an arrangement 
of a basis of valuation which would repre- 
sent the working efficiency of the iron and 
steel plant here. Under the stress of well 
organized foreign competition the consol- 
idation of the British interests will involve 
a recognition of the truth that the equip- 
ment of an industry which was once un- 
rivaled needs thorough renovation, and that 
a plant in its existing state must be heavily 
undervalued from the original cost. 


German Coronation Staff. 

The German Emperor’s appointment of 
Prince Henry’s coronation staff are inter- 
preted as an indication that he is courting 
good feeling here as well as in America. 
Count von Waldersee is the most impressive 
Field Marshal who can be sent to London, 
and Count Seckendorff, as Empress Fred- 
erick’s chamberlain, has already made warm 
friends at the English court. The German 
squadron will be the strongest of the for- 
eign contingent in the naval review. The 
German Emperor has shown an intense per- 
gonal interest in all details of the coronation 
function. 

-Despite many misleading rumors, only 
three features have been appointed for coro- 
nation week. These are the abbey service, 
the drive through London, and the naval 
review. The order and dates for the King’s 
dinners, the gala opera night, and various 
functions at Buckingham Palace, Windsor 
Castle, and St. James’ have not yet been 
settled. 


Rival, Locomotives in Egypt. 

An interesting parliamentary paper was 
issued last night respecting the comparative 
merits of American, Belgian, and British 
locomotives in Egypt. Lord Cromer, in a 
letter to the Marquis of Lansdowne, thinks 
the general conclusion to be drawn from the 
trials is that in respect to price British manu- 
facturers can well hold their own in cases 
where special designs have been executed.

MISGUIDED EASTERN GOLFERS. 


They Think Chicago Has Hot Weather 
in July and Object to Amateur 
Championship Dates.

MES. 0’KEEFFE URGES THIS TO 


Says Board Is Saving at = el End— 
Her Resolution Referred to Finance 
Committee, Where More Contention 
May Follow—Nine Special Teachers 
of Music and Drawing Dropped— 
More Room Needed at Parental 
stitution—Forty Urgent Cases. 


The fight for the preservation of the. pub- 
lic school kindergarten, which has been waged 
for several months by an element of tax- 
payers and citizens, assumed new shape last 
night at the meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion, when Mrs. P.-J. O’Keeffe proposed to 
cut down the high school appropriation for 
the benefit of the kindergarten. Mrs. 
O'Keeffe’s resolution was not. acted on, but 
was referred to the School Management and 
Finance committees with every indication 
that it will cause more contention. 

Trustee F. J. Loesch showed himself in op- 
position to kindergartens in discussing a 
resolution offered by Dr. Joseph Stolz. Dr.. 
Stolz wanted to assure the thousands of pe- 
titioners that the kindergartens would be re- 
opened at the first opportunity. The board 
was willing to adopt the resolution, having 
first cut out a promise that the kinder- 
ah wy would be reopened no later than Jan. 

“ I’m not so sure that we ought to promise 
anything at all,’’ said Mr. Loesch. ‘If we 
are not going to do anything we don’t want 
to make any promises. It is possible that the 
kindergartens may not be reopened unl we 
have enough money to place them in every 
part of the city where’they are needed.” 


Mrs. O’Keeffe’s Resolution. 

Mrs. O'Keeffe’s resolution, which opens the 
way for an immediate restoration of the 
** Resolved, That sufficient money be tak 
from the high school fund to continue the 
kindergartens as heretofore conducted by 
the Board of Education, and that the kinder- 
gartens be opened and‘ run as usual from 

September, 1902." is... 

Mrs. O'Keeffe made a strong plea for the 
kindergartens. ‘‘ The most important step 
in the educational system of this city,’’ said 
she, “is the first step. If the first step is 
not taken no other is taken, and the first 
step should be taken in the right direction. 
What chance has the majority of the chil- 
dren in this city to reach high schools? On 
the other hand, see how little chance the 
child of foreign-born parents has to get a 
start, even for the few years such a child 
can attend school. 

“It is generally known that but 20 per 
cent of the children go to:school more than 
four years. A still smaller percentage of 
| the pupils ever reach the high school. It 
can never be looked upon as just that a few 
children should be prepared for college at 
the expense of the many who need some 
start in life,” 

_ Give Up Fixing Time. 

‘Dr. Stolz was anxious for passage of the 
resolution providing that the kindergartens 
be opened on Jan. 1, 1008, but finally gave 
it up. Trustee Keating wanted the resolu- 
tion marked ‘‘D. V.,"" which he explained 
meant *“* Deo volente.’"” The various reso- 
lutions on kindergartens will be considered 
by the committees and presented at the 
next board meeting. Mrs. O’Keeffe prom- 
ises to wage an active fight for her resolu- 
tion, and it is said she has many of the 
women’s clubs behind her..

Since the first of the year there has been 
consternation among the special teachers of 
music and drawing over the proposed cut in 
that department. Superintendent Cooley

Mayor Harrison and the City Council now 
stand opposed on the traction franchise ex- 
tension problem. As a result of the heavy 
vote in favor of municipal ownership the 
Mayor asserts that he will veto any fran- 
chise extension ordinance passed before the 
State Legislature passes municipal owner- 
ship. legislation for Chicago. The Legis- 


The Council, however, has gone on record 
demanding that the traction companies pre- 
sent propositions for new franchises by 
April 15... 

The~ Mayor insists that he will not give in. 
The Local Transportation committee of the 
Council, which is changed but slightly by 
the election of Tuesday, will proceed on the 
basis that Alderman Palmer’s resolution re- 
quiring the companies to come in by the mid- 
die of the present month will be followed. 
If need be, however, the Mayor need not re- 
name the Local Transportation committee 
of the new Council. This committee is not 
a standing body, but is created by the Mayor, 
and he selects its chairman. 


Will Defer Traction Settlement. 


Members of the Council yesterday after- 
noon were disposed to find fault with the 
Mayor’s program. They claim adherence 
to his plan will defer settlement of the trac- 
tion problem until next year. It is claimed 
that the Chicago City railway company is 
all but ready to propose terms for the ex- 
tension of its franchise. Union Traction 
officials just recently announced that they 
would obey the time limit placed by the 
Council. 3 

*“*I shall certainly fight any franchise ex- 

tension ordinance urged before the enact- 
ment of a municipal, ownership law,” said 
the. Mayor. ‘*‘ What the people want is a 
franchise that will give municipal ownership 
at some stipulated time within the grant. I 
will oppose any franchise, whether it con- 
tains such a provision or not, until the Gen-| 
eral Assembly has given the necessary leg- 
islation.’’ 
But that 
tentatively. 
**I mean what I say,’’ continued the May- 
or. “If the franchises are extended we will 
get no legislation at Springfield. Let the 
street railways call off their opposition there 
and we can get the necessary legislation. I 
have never said the time was ripe for mu- 
nicipal ownership. But I do Insist that a 
foundation for it shall be laid.’’ 

Members of the Local Transportation com- 
mittee preferred to await the organization 
of the new Council before stating their side 
of the matter. 

*“‘It looks as if he wants a fourth term,” 
said one member, ‘“‘and wants to keep the 
franchise problem for further ammunition 
next spring.” 


Refendum Involves Delay. 

Alderman Bennett, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on*Local Transportation, said of the 
vote on the referendum questions that it 
was possible the action taken by the Coun- 
cil at the suggestion of the Mayor might 
result in deferring any settlement of the 
traction controversy until next winter.

YOUNG KIESSIG UNSHAKEN IN 
ACCUSATION OF THOMBS. 


Boy Repeats His Narrative Dealing 
with the Death of Carrie Larson and 


Tells of the Evening They Spent To- 
gether Before the Return of the Man 


Defense to Be That,He Committed 
the Crime Himself. — 


Robert Kiessig’s story of the murder of 
Carrie Larson was unshaken yesterday, 
desipte the vigorous cross-examination of the 
defense. The boy was on the witnéss stand 
all day, and only in unimportant details did 
he swerve from his origina! story of the al- 
leged killing of the girl by Lewis Thombs. 

Judging by the drift of the cross-examina- 
tion, the defense will contend that the boy 
| has recited a true story of events. but that he 
has placed Thombs in the part that he him- 
self took, and created a mythical part 
which he placed himself. 

During the day Thombs maintained the at- 
titude he had assumed at the direct examina- 
tion of the boy and, leaning forward on the 
table, he kept his blue ees fixed on the 
witness. Occasionally, while the boy was 
being questioned about his associations with 
Thombs, the latter made s#veral suggestions 
to his attorneys as to questions. 

Kiessig first said that he’ was born on Jan. 
24, 1803, but later changed that to 1883. 
He found trouble in recalling the nameg of 
companions, but remembered that the Rev. 
Edward Reinke had confitmed him. | ‘ 


Jolly Evening, Then Murder, 

An interesting feature of the morning ses- 
sion was the boy’s description of the even- 
ing spent by him and the Larson girl on the 
boat before Thombs’ return. 

**She told me her father was a sailor on

WHY WORK GOES ON 80 SLOWLY. 

Tre history of the administration of government 
architects, whether in the supervising architect's 
office or private architects, is that when once they 
have got their heads into the manger they stay 
there as long as there is any fodder to eat.

“A GBAND OLD MAN’S” BIRTHDAY 

‘The most prominent event in the doings 
of Boston today will be the celebration of 
Edward Everett Hale’s eightieth birthday. 
He is to have a warm greeting by all classes 
6f people, and most deservedly so, for he 
belongs to and is in sympathy with all 
classes.

Hale is not only a typical Bostonian by 


of his long, useful, and honorable life, but 
a typical American,. by all those qualities 
of patriotic citizenship which have made 
him ‘conspicuous and universally beloved. 
Mr. ‘Edwin D. Mead,:the well-known 
New England scholar, in a tribute which he 
paid to Dr. Hale ten years ago, on the occa- 
sion of his seventieth birthday, aptly char- 
acterized him as “the developed and puri- 
fied Puritan, the Puritan humanized and 
cleared of what was one-sided and unlovely 
in him.” The description fits him well. 
There is nothing unlovely in,the man whose 
personal influence has always been for the 
best, whose kindness has been unfailing, 
whose very presence has been an encourage- 
ment, and whose.“ lend a hand ” has done so 
much for the relief of the unfortunate. 
Dr. Hale was never “one-sided,” but 
from the first all-sided. Few men of 80 
can look back upon so much accomplished 
in so many directions, and accomplished, 
not in public office, or societies, or corpora- 
tions, but by personal industry and enthu- 
siasm. This man, who has been a power 
in his own denomination, and loved and re- 
spected in all others, is unprovincial and 
thoroughly American in all his varied serv- 
ices.

since.

Recent Rate Advance Is Productive of} 


Trouble Among the Risk 
Men. 


Managers and special agents report that 
the rate advances are not going so well this 
week. Local agents are complaining that 
some of the other companies are not insist- 
ing upon the increase, and that they are 
losing business in consequence. . 

The Fire Underwriters’ association of 
Omaha met and decided that there was noth- 


ing in local conditions to justify the increase. 


The agents agreed to protest to their com- 
panies, and some declared that they would 
refuse to write policies at the advanced rate. 

The Chicago managers say that the pro- 
test will have no effect, and the recalcitrant 
agents will change their minds when con- 
fronted with the likelihood of losing their 
companies at a time when companies are so 
hard to get.

An important session of the liability con- 
ference began yesterday at New York City. 
Its purpose is to revise the rates on elevator, 
team, and general liability insurance. These 
questions were up a month ago, but an ad- 
journment was taken to give opportunity 
for tabulating the experience of all the con- 
ference companies on these classes. 

An increase on elevator,and general liabil- 
ity insurance is assurred, especially in the 
larger cities, the losses increasing rapidly 
wherever the population is congested. It

The general ability rates are to be in- 
creased largely because of heavy department 
store losses.

WALKER ASKS FOR HELP.. 


Case Will Come Up Before the 
State Supreme Court on 
Wednesday. 


IS A MATTER OF MILLIONS. 


A seockal committee of the Chicago Rea: 
Estate board will aid the city in its manda- 
mus proceedings, now pending before the 
State Supreme Court, to compel the State 
Board of Equalization to assess land occu~ 
pied by railroads,-except for ‘main track 
purposes, at the same values which the 
local Board of Assessors spread on the 
city’s real estate. 

Corporation Counsel Walker sent a re- 
quest to this end to the board yesterday, 
and at its meeting the board authorized 
President Louis A. Seeberger to appoint a 
committee, consisting of at least two mem- 
bers, who shall codperate with the city in 
its fight. 

During the day Mr. Walker received no- 
tice that the case will be called up before 
the Supreme Court at Springfield on next 
Wednesday. Should the city be victorious 
in its contentions it is figured that from 
$50,000,000 to $150,000,000 will be added to 
Chicago's assessed valuation of taxable 
property. 

Walker Asks for Valuations. 


“This is a most important problem and 
will have wide effect on the city,”’ said Mr. 
‘Walker in his letter. .“‘ To that end I wouid 
ask the Real Estate board to aid the city 
in .this effort to secure an equitable and 
just assessment of railroad property within 
the City of Chicago. IT would ask that the 
board select a committee to value a large 
part of the property for court use and go 
to Springfield prepared to act as witnesses. 
While the valuation of all property used for 
other than main track purposes in the en- 
tire city would be an impossible task i[n 
the brief time allowed, yet a valuation could 
be set in an established district.” 

As a -result the special committee td¢ be 
named by President Seeberger will ce 
valuations on all land lying between Kin- 
gie street on the north, State street on the 
east, Canal street on the west, and Twenty- 
second street on the south, which is covered 
with railroad tracks that are not “ main 
tracks but switches, sidetracks, and cut- 
offs. The contention is that all land under 
these latter rails must not be entered as 
“trackage '’ by the companies and assessed 
at little or nothing by the State board 


Matter of Millions. 


“We contend that the term ‘trackage’ 
has operated to release railroads from mil- 
lione of dollars in taxes,’ said Mr. Walker. 
“We believe the law held that only main 
tracks could be classed as ‘trackage.’ If 
the city wins this case it will mean the ad- 
dition of approximately $100,000,000 to the 
total of assessed values.’’ 

City officials are confident the case will 
be won. Great reliance is placed on the 
court’s recent decision that the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad could mot list cer- 
tain stock pens and runways for live stock, 
erected along its tracks in Kane County, as 
“trackage.’’ 

is said that a great deal of S&ck-Yardse 
property will come under the scope of the 
Kane County decision.

INTERNES 
WILL GATHERIN A REUNION. 


Many Noted Medical Men Who Were 
Trained in That Institution Expect- 
_ ed to Be Present at Meeting. | 


All physicians who ever have been internes 
at the Cook County Hospital will be invited 
to a reunion soon to be held at that institu- 
tion, and many noted medical men are ex- 
pected to respond. Senior Interne D. E. W. 
Wenstrand is preparing the invitations. The 
hospital has been the training school for 
some of the famous physicians of this coun- 


try, and this will be the first gathering of 


the kind ever held. During the reunion the 
guests will have an opportunity to note the 
growth of the institution. : 

The history of the County Hospital extends 
back several years before the civil war.. The 
City Council made arrangements for a Chi- 
cago City Hospital in 1856, and the building 
was completed in 1857 at a cost of about 
$75,000. It later passed into the control of 
an association of doctors, who leased the 
building for a number of years. The site 
of this hospital was the corner of what is 
now La Salle and Eighteenth streets. 

n the summer of 1863 the hospital was in 
t hands of the United States government, 
and when the federal authorities withdrew 
Drs. Amerman and Ross, who had been as- 
sistants té the United States surgeons, be- 
‘gan work to induce the Board of Super- 
visors of Cook County to establish the hos- 
pital as a public charity. In December, 1866, 
the Medical board was organized under con- 
trol of the county officials, andthe hospital 
has been: entirely under the charge of the 
county since that time. 

In 1874 the institution moved to its pres- 


ent site, which was purchased at a cost of 


$145,000. Buildings and improvements have 
been made there until the investment foots 
up to $1,389,017 to date. At the present time 


they receive a patient every twenty-five 


minutes on the average, and the average 
attendance is 800 patients every day..

The action of the men followed an order 
to remain at work issued yesterday morning 
by President Herman Lilien of the Hod 
Carriers’ Executive Council. In that order 
the President notified the men that the wage 
scale of 35 cents an hour would be granted 
by the. Employing Plasterers’ association 
cn June 1. The workmen want the advance 
immediately, and they lost no time in mak- 
ing known their demands. 


Men Call a Meeting. 


Thirty men employed on one building int?- 
mediately quit, and scattered throughout 
the city to notify plasterers’ helpers on other 
buildings to join them in a meeting at 187 
‘Washington street at 1 o’clock. At that 
hour men came from every direction, all 
seemingly angry at the concession made by 
their officers to the Employing Plasterers’ 
association. 

It required little time for the men to tell 
their business agents what they wanted. 
They insisted they would not work for the 
vld scale of 30 cents until June 1. 

‘The proposition to strike in enforcement 
of their demand was put, and they unani- 
mously voted not to return to work. Busi- 
ness Agent Lilien, representing the Hod 
Carriers and Building Laborers’ Executive 
Council, was instructed to call a strike on 
all the buildings in the city where contracts 
were being carried out by the thirteen con- 
tractors belonging to the Employing Plas- 
terers’ association and those outside who 
had not signed individual agreements. 
- .Mr. Lilien began work immediately, and 
before 4:30, the quitting hour, he had called 
the men off all the large buildings, 450 leav- 
ing their work. 


At a joint meeting in the evening the action 


earlier in the day was approved.
